Claims 29-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Heo 
(6449227). 

The claimed invention is drawn to the limitation "at least one item selected from". Thus 
only one of the limitations is needed to be shown in order to meet the claimed invention. 
Claim 29 is drawn to an audio ATS having audio channel data. The channel data having 
rear and front channel data (Dolby AC-3, Stereo... etc). The ATS having a first 
parameter such as one of Q1 , Q2, sampling frequencies. The second parameter having 
assignments (management data). The data further having video title set (VTS) having 
Q1 , Q2, sampling frequencies and assignment (management data). Basically the claim 
read on a standard DVD format having ATS and VTS data thereon. The reference 
shows the use of a DVD format having an ATS and VTS each of the titles having at 
least one of the quantization bits and sampling frequencies as shown in fig 1 . the 
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reference in figs 8B-9C shows the elements within the VTS and figs 1 5-1 8C shows the 
elements within the ATS. 

With respect to the limitations of claims 30-32. see column 19 line 34 through the 
description of Table 9 in a DVD recording and reading apparatus. 
With respect to the limitation of claim 33 see figs 17A— 18C showing the attribute and 
fig 1 showing the use of AOB.
